H onor was brought to the British 
shipping world and more especi¬ 
ally tothe Canadian Pacific liner Melita 
when on November 14th, she steamed 
into the harbour of Antwerp and was 
the 10,000th ship to enter that great 
port during the year. It created a 
record for the number of ships 
docking at any European port with 
the sole exception of London, during 
such a period. 

The occasion was marked by fetes 
throughout the city in which the 
whole population of Antwerp took! 
part. Telegrams of congratulation 
were sent by notabilities from all oyer 
Belgium including one from King 
Albert, and there were great parades 
of labor, industrial and commercial 
organizations in the principal streets. 

In response to the welcome given 
the Melita by the city, W. D. Grosset, 
Managing Director for the Canadian 
Pacific in Belgium, organized a lr- 
cheon aboard the vessel. He was 
sisted by Capt. A. H. Notley, cc ... 
mander of the ship, and officers. The 
guests included Mayor Van Cauwel- 
aert, Burgomaster of Antwerp, with 
several of the Aldermen; Consul-Gen¬ 
eral Rowley, for Great Britain; and * 
large number of the shipping, con 
mercial, industrial heads of the port. 

Mr. Grosset in his address of wel¬ 
come said he was proud to think that 


S.S. Melita was the 10,000th ship to 
enter the port of Antwerp since the 
beginning of the year, both because 
she flew the British flag and because 
she was a Canadian Pacific ship. He 
pointed out that this vessel, the S.S. 
Minnedosa, the S.S. Montnairn and 
the S.S. Montroyal all used the port 
and during the current year had 
carried over 10,000 passengers. 

Burgomaster Van Cauwelaert read 
a telegram of congratulation from 
H.M. the King of Belgium. It waB as 
follows: “I thank you for your 
thoughtfulness in • communicating to 
me this happy news, and I send to the 
city of Antwerp with my heartiest] 
congratulations, my sincerest wishes 
for the ever-growing increase of 
traffic of the port, most important 
i actor in the prosperity of the coun¬ 
try. (Signed) Albert.” 

Consul-General Rowley said that 
10,000 ships within a period of t 
months and a' half constituted 
record for any European port, Lon¬ 
don excepted. The port was the 
outlet lor an interior navigation 
throughout the country that re¬ 
presented a total ot over 10 million 
tons. About the same tonnage repre¬ 


ssed the proceedings. 

At night Captain Notley, his i_ 
cers and crew were entertained at the 
City Hall at a reception tendered by 
the Mayor and Aldermen at which 
Governor Baron Holvoet,. Camille 
Huysmans, Minister of Science and 
Arts, members of the consular bodies 
and leading shipping and commercial 
men were present. Mayor Van 
Cauwelaert read a telegram from M. 
Jaspar, Prime Minister of Belgium, 
announcing that Mr. Grosset and 
Harbor-Master Captain Stocker had 
been nominated Knights of the Order 
of King Leopold. The Mayor in his 
address took the opportunity to 
express to the Canadian Pacific Rail¬ 
way his sentiments of esteem and 
gratitude for a company which in the 
past twenty years had been a regular 
customer of the port. He then handed 
over to Capt. Notley the present 
given by the city to the crew of the 
10 ,000th ship to enter the port in 
1926.

W E. Kidder of Kalamazoo, Mi- 
• chigan arrived in Montreal 
over Canadian Pacific Railway lines, 
recently with the best “fish’’ story 
of the year. It was a pretty good 
story t and we had to believe him, 
especially when he showed us a forty- 
pound salmon packed away in ice in 
the observation car. 

Now, Mr. Kidder is a pretty good 
fisherman, but he says that the ex¬ 
perience he had while fishing in Cains 
River, New Brunswick is absolutely, 
unique, and that as far as he knows 
he was successful in hooking what ia 
probably a record salmon with a 
trout rod and fly.

said Mr. Kidder, “and the same

live box. But the really great point 
was the terrific fight that this fish 
put up. This was so spectacular and 
so fast and furious, accompanied by 
rush after rush of 160 to 200 feet, that 
we had no time to take a picture of it. 

“My canoe man and myself were I 
buay every second of the time from 
twenty minutes past four until after 
dark. In fact up to the last few 
minutes of the fight I stood with one 
foot in the bow of the canoe constant¬ 
ly, when I was not in the canoe and 
chasing the fish back and forth across 
the stream. 

"This fish was forty-five and thAe- 
fourths inches long measured in a 
straight line. If measured around the 
contour of the body it would pro¬ 
bably show two or three inches longer 
than this. These measurements were 


taken after he had been fighting the 
wires of the live box for five or six 
days, in which he undoubtedly lost a 
great deal of weight. Perhaps if he 
had been measured when first taken 
from the water he would have been 
at least two inches more. 

“However, no matter how you 
look at it, he was big enough to suit 
me, and the fact that it was a ‘hook 
bill and ‘leaping fish’ instead of a 
female or ‘sulker’ gave me that 
much more satisfaction. Then, too, 
it was taken with a No. 12 fly, which 
ia very much smaller than is com¬ 
monly used for six inch trout. The 
rod weighed only four and,seven- 
eighths ounces, and the ordinary 
trout leader, with a three pound 
breaking strength was not much 
heavier than ig commonly used for « 
small trout fly.’’

Of Television 

Development Will Bring Radio Movie* 
Right Into tlVe Home 
The family of the not far distant 
is promised radio movies to add to its 
evening’s entertainment. 

. Radio engineers base their hopes 
for the development of tlie new 
science of television on a crude ap¬ 
paratus exhibited in New York 
by Dr. E. F. W. Alexandersoij, con-’ 
suiting engineer of the General Elec¬ 
tric Company, and or the Radio Cor¬ 
poration of America, which causes 
seven little sliols of light to gyrate 
and blend across a screen. 

Demonstrating bis apparatus before 
file Institute of Radio Engineers, Dr. 
Alexanderson, by rotating these light 
dots rapidly, caused the entire screen 
to be covered by lines of light of dif¬ 
ferent intensity. 

Tlie remaining problem, he explain¬ 
ed, is to modify these lines by a re¬ 
flected image so that tlie various tone 
values will be projected by electrical 
processes to the carrier wave and 
through the receiving instrument to 
the screen. 

Radio photography is now an ac¬ 
complished fact, lie said. A simple 
photograph, five or six inches, can 
now be sent through the air in two 
by the doKynd dash system. 
rt"in i Dr- Alexander said, however, that lie 
j is-experimenting with another method 
which, under ideal conditions, pro¬ 
duces a smoother reproduction of a 
photograph at a greater speed. 

By Dr. Alexanderson’s method, the 
radio photograph^are made as if a 
brusli or pe n vibrated by electric im¬ 
pulses, were drawn rapidly -up and 
down tho picture, registering black 
or grey or white.
